The  Reason  for  a  Fall  Price  List 


There  is  a  considerable  advantage  from  the  point  of 
view  of  labor  involved  in  having  orders  in  at  the  time  the 
bulbs  are  being  cleaned.  When  they  are  working  at  a 
particular  lot  of  bulbs,  the  bulbs  of  that  variety  already 
ordered  can  be  put  up  and  properly  labeled  with  very  little 
additional  labor  and  having  this  done  at  this  time  eases 
up  in  the  rush  of  spring  shipments.  For  this  reason,  I  am 
putting  out  this  list  at  what  will  probably  be  my  regular 
1929-30  prices. 

20%  CASH  DISCOUNT 

But  on  all  orders  netting  $10.00  or  more  and  ordering 
at  least  four  different  varieties,  will  be  subject  to  a  cash 
discount  of  20%,  providing  such  orders  are  received  prior 
to  November  1,  1929. 

Why  do  I  insist  on  orders  of  four  or  more  varieties? 
Simply  for  this  reason.  Supposing  you  just  wanted  to  buy 
a  bulb  of  Mother  Machree  listed  at  $25.00  the  regular 
price,  if  that  is  all  you  want  that  is  what  it  would  cost 
you,  as  I  will  not  discount  the  price  on  Mother  Machree 
but  should  you  buy  Mother  Machree  in  with  other  varie¬ 
ties  in  the  regular  way,  the  whole  order  will  be  subject 
to  the  20%  cash  discount.  So  there  will  be  no  misunder¬ 
standing,  I  will  repeat  again — 

In  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  cash  discount  of  20%, 
your  order  must  be  in  by  November  1st,  be  for  four  or 
more  different  varieties  and  total  $10.00  or  more. 

No  order  accepted  for  less  than  $1.00. 

QUALITY  OF  BULBS 

I  am  already  digging  what  seem  to  be  the  best  stock 
of  bulbs  that  I  have  ever  harvested.  Clean,  sound,  plump 
bulbs  and  the  following  prices  mean  good,  first  class  bulbs 
in  every  respect.  By  the  way,  rve  sometimes  read  adver¬ 
tising  something  like  this:  “I  sell  no  cut  flowers,  the  full 
strength  of  the  plant  goes  into  the  bulbs,  etc.,  etc.” 

I  do  sell  cut  flowers,  being  very  careful  in  cutting  not 
to  take  too  many  leaves.  Of  course,  I  don’t  cut  all  the 
flowers,  nobody  ever  does.  And  in  digging  it  is  very  no¬ 
ticeable  that  the  bulbs  of  the  plants  from  which  the 
flowers  were  cut  are  always  bigger  and  plumper  than  those 
from  the  plants  beside  them  where  the  flowers  were  not 
cut.  The  reason  is  very  simple  when  you  stop  to  think 
about  it.  The  minute  the  flower  is  cut  the  whole  vigor 
of  the  plant  goes  into  developing  a  nice  bulb,  when  if  the 
flower  is  left  to  bloom  and  possibly  seed  on  the  plant,  a 
lot  of  the  energy  which  would  have  gone  to  the  bulb  is 
used  in  developing  the  flower.  So  don’t  be  misled  and  if 
you  want  good,  plump,  matured  bulbs — buy  them  of  people 
who  cut  off  the  flowers. 

If  you  have  had  my  bulbs  in  the  past,  you  know  their 
quality  and  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  say  more  than, 
they  will  be  as  good  or  better  than  you  have  had  before. 
If  you  have  never  had  my  bulbs,  and  especially  if  you  have 
been  unfortunate  in  securing  bulbs  elsewhere  that  have 
not  been  quite  up  to  quality,  you  have  an  agreeable  sur¬ 
prise  coming  when  you  plant  these  Northern  New  York 
bulbs. 


TIME  OF  DELIVERY 

Unless  otherwise  requested,  bulbs  ordered  from  this 
list  will  be  shipped  in  the  spring  in  plenty  of  time  for  your 
planting,  prices  include  postage.  All  prices  are  subject  to 
prior  sale  and  to  my  having  sufficient  stock  to  fill  your 
order.  If  you  order  stock  that  I  cannot  furnish,  you  will 
be  notified  as  soon  as  I  ascertain  the  fact  myself  and  may 
either  order  additional  bulbs  or  I  will  return  your  money, 
just  as  you  prefer. 

CLEAN  HEALTHY  STOCK 

I  have  approximately  five  hundred  acres  of  farm  land 
and  aside  from  a  few  bulbs  grown  in  a  garden  here  at 
the  house,  all  bulbs  are  grown  on  new  soil  each  year  which 
insures  clean,  healthy  stock.

All  stock  true  to  name,  should  any  prove  otherwise,  I 
will  replace  or  refund  purchase  price.  Any  bulbs  which 
upon  receipt  do  not  meet  your  approval,  return  them  at 
once,  writing  me  wherein  they  do  not  suit  you,  and  I  will 
either  replace  or  refund  the  purchase  price. 

NO  SUBSTITUTION 

Substitution.  I  do  not  substitute  varieties  but  would 
appreciate  your  permission  to  substitute  as  to  size,  if 
necessary  and  when  I  have  to  substitute  a  smaller  size 
than  is  ordered,  you  will  have  the  full  benefit  of  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  price.

Beautiful  flower,  good  size, 
a  good  number  out,  long  spike.  Flowers  wide  open  with 
the  edges  of  the  petals  crimped.  A  beautiful  Glad,  and 
one  of  the  very  earliest.  The  first  to  bloom  in  our 
Gardens  this  year.

TRITOMIA* 

Another  very  early  one.  Soft  flesh  pink  in  color  with 
a  scarlet  overlay,  edged  Empire  yellow  deep  in  the  throat. 

Flowers 
of  particularly  attractive  form.  An  excellent  cut  flower.

Mibloom  should  retain  its 
name  of  Reflection.”  Note — This  variety  was  originally 
named  Reflection  and  the  name  changed  as  I  found  an¬ 
other  originator  had  beaten  me  to  the  name.
